2. Claims 15-24 are currently pending in this application. Claims 15, 18, 21, 
and 24 are independent claims.

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published 
under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an 
application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United 
States only if the international application designated the United States 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in the English 
language. 

6. Claims 15-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
over Lee, US Patent No. 6,208,427 B1 issued 03/27/2001 filed 11/18/1997 
(hereinafter '427). 

In regard to independent claim 24, discloses ''A method for forming a 
printing image performing the steps of: displaying an original document on a 
screen as a preview of printing; receiving, at least one of a text, an image, and a 
graphic to be inserted into an image of the displayed original document from a 
user; receiving a position specified by the user on the displayed image on the 
screen so as to form a space for inserting the at least one of the text, image, and 
graphic; inserting the at least one of the text, image, and graphic into the formed 
space; and displaying a combined image on the screen", taught in '427 col. 2, 
lines 25-55, 

In regard to independent claim 18, is directed to a recording medium for 
performing the method of claim 24, and is similarly rejected under the same 
rationale. 

In regard to dependent claim 19, '427 teaches, personal digital assistant 
(PDA), and more particularly, to a PDA printer and a printing method containing a 
display capable of displaying characters and graphic data, see '427 col. 1, lines 
7-10; compare with claim 19 " a computer in which the printer driver program 
according to claim 18 is installed ". 

In regard to dependent claim 20, *427 teaches, personal digital assistant 
(PDA), and more particularly, to a PDA printer and a printing method containing a 
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display capable of displaying characters and graphic data, see *427 col. 1, lines 
7-10; connpare with clainri 20 "a print controlling apparatus according to claim 19; 
and a printer 

In regard to independent claim 15, 21, dependent claims 16, 17, 22 

and 23 are directed to a printing image forming apparatus for performing the 
method of claim 24, and are similarly rejected under the same rationale. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 5-24 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

In view amendment, the reference of Lee, US Patent No, 6,208,427 B1 
issued 03/27/2001 filed 11/18/1997 has been added for new ground of rejection.
